t$ugar Among the Ancients- 


It seems almost impossible to im- 
agine life without sugar, so absolutely 
essential is its use to the comfort of 
living. 
There 
is no mention 
of 
sugar 
among 
the 
ancient 
Greeks 
and 
Romans, 
althogh 
sugar 
or 
"sweet" cane was made known by 
the conquests of Alexander the Great, 
whose Admiral, Nearchuo, found it in 
the Ease Indies. 
It is mentioned as a 
remedial agent a few years before the 
birth of Christ—"a honey called sac- 
charon, having the appearanceoi salt.** 
It is known, also, that Galen often pre- 
Bcribed it as a medicine. 
Ihe juice of 
the sugar-cane was uaod by some of 
the Oriential nations as 6n intoxicating 
drink. 
The Arabians used sugar in 
large quantities, and it is related that 
at the marriage of Caliph Maskadi Ben- 
ritta e 8J,0U0 pounds of tbe sugar were 
required to prepare the comfituies and 
ornamental sweets for the wedding 
banquet at Bagdad. 


Sugar was introduced into Europe 
by the crusaders. 
In 1165 the King of 
S;cilj gave the monks of St. lienedict's 
cloister a mill for expressing the juice 
from the cane and granted them the 
right of manufacture and sent them 
skilled workineiL 
In Germany, even 
as late as tbe seventeenth century sugar 
was so costly that only the we-^lthiest 
families could ati'ord to use it. 


In 1745 Marggraf, a celebrated chem- 
ist, read a paper before the Berlin 
Academy of Sciences concerning the 
juiccs of certain native plants, espe- 
cially the beet, in which was a sub- 
stance identical with cane sugar. 
He 
showed by samples of his own prepara- 
tion that the manufiu ture of sugar from 
the beet was not only possible but 
profitable. 
The < hemist's colleagues, 
however, laughed the project to scorn, 
saying that sugar was never produced 
from beets, aud it came to naught. 
When Marggraf died, in 178o, it seem- 
ed as if his discovery would die with 
him. 


Achard. his p u p ^ at the close of the 
century, being director of the acad- 
emy, found the treatise of his master 
and determined to establish a manu- 
factory in Silesia for the production of 
beet-root sugar. 
In spite of the ener- 
gy of the chemist and the assistance of 
the crown, the project was not succès 
ful, althoiigh the sugar was j^rfectly 
satisfactory. 
It was not until 1^41, 
oearly one hundred years after Marg- 
grafs first essay, that the production 
of beet sugar was an accomplished fact. 
At the present time l-^et sugar i^ the 
sugar of Europe. 
It is scarcely distin- 
guishable from the cane sugar. 
It ia 
perhaps less brilliantly crystalline, .ind 
!s by many thought to be sweeter tUaa 
itii Indian rivaL-'J^ew Tork 
ComtMr-

Mr. W. H. Keeran and Mr. ri. C. 
Wilson, representing the Auburn Church 
crmpany, were introduced by President 
Seavey, and Mr. Keeran gave a very 
favorable outline of 
their 
business. 
Their factory ai; Auburn was not adapted 
to their business and 
remote 
from 
the railroad. 
These 
facts 
necessi- 
tate 
a 
change 
and 
they 
looked 
with favor on a more favored city like 
Port Wayne, if matters were satisfac- 
torily arran ged. 
Th is company con trols 
the church furniture business in Indiana, 
Ohio, anrl Illinois, and di:i a business of 
850,000 last year on a small capital. 
He 
explained there was unlimited demand 
for their output, as the Methodists of 
this 
country 
alone 
were 
building 
churches at the rate of two a day, with 
the Presbyterians, Catholics and Espls- 
copaleans following closely. The company 
now employ 200 men and would require 
a three story shop, 140 by 50, and three 
acres of ground to accommodate their 
business. 


The Hon Charles McCulloch, Col. D. 
N. Foster and Mr. S. C. Lumbard, rep- 
resenting tbe exchange, are in 
consul- 
tation with Messrs. Keeran and Wilson, 
and it may not be premature to announce 
that the fnmiture factory will come here. 
Mr. McCulloch is deeply interested in 
the business, and when he undertakes 
anything, it comes. 


Members of the exchange subscribed 
20 shares to the new gas company, and 
after committees were instructed to in- 
quire further into the Bickford Manx>> 
factnring company and the Summit City 
soap works, the exchange adjourned.

Siiptar wan introduced into Europu
